W a shington— The War Produc­ 
tion Board is about to em bark on 
allocation of both soft and h a r d ­ 
wood lumbers, 
it

ment of toothbrushes,

woods involved. 
It may be some time before the 
hoard acts on the allocation, but 
indications are that when it does. 
a straight-out preference 
rating 
order, similar to 126 others now 
on the books affecting everything 
scarce from antimony to zinc will 
be issued. 


The W PB is expected 
to 
rule 
th a t no sales of lum ber may 
be 
m a d e except on orders carrying a 
preference rating of approxim at­ 
ely A-5 or better, and to blanket 
the industry under priorities reg­ 
ulation No. 1 
carrying minimum 
inventory requirem ents and other 
limitations. 
The board probably w ill exempt 
sales bv small producers, perhaps 
those selling

to

board feet dally, and local yards 
This plan, which may take the 
place of tile current L-121

order on softwoods, when that ex- i 
pires on July 13. would 
enlarge
